CONFEDERATE SERVANT 

At Battle of Gettysburg Bore 
Us Wounded Master From 

Yesterday was an eventful day with 

"Uncle" Peter Morgan, aged 74; the 
sexton of the Cave Sprftig colored 
cemetery. Fifty years ago, Jan. 8, 
Peter came' from Virginia to Hopkina- 
ville bearing a letter of recommenda- 
tion from (len. Robert K. I.ce, who 
testified as to bis personal knowledge 
of his courage and good character. It 
fold how Peter as the body servant of 
an otiicer under Gen. Lee had been 
with ti>€ Confederate army through- 
out the war. At the battle of Gettys- 
burg, Ms young master was wounded 
and Peter bore him from the battle 
tield in his arms. He was an eye- 
witness of Pickett's immortal charge 
in that dkisive battle of the war. 
When this letter was presented to 
Dr. James Rodrti.in, who was at that 
time Superintendent of the Western 
Kentucky Hospital, he read it over 
awfeaid: "Any negro with a letter 
like that from Gen. Lee can get a job 
under me." He immediately gave 
him emoioyment and he remained a 
trusted Imploye of the Hospital for 
33 years, always faithfi^), honest and 
reliable. He yas tfiven different po- 
sitions of responsibility in that time 
and retained his place until 1899, long 
after Dr. Rodman had retired. Later 
he served as janitor of one of the city 
schools, but a few years ago returned 
to the Hospital under Superintendent 
Sighte for a perk>d of two years, at a 
time when experienced men were 
needed. This enabled him to round out 
3j years as an employe of the institu- 
tion. During the l."> years that he was 
not thus been employed, he has filled 
other places of'trust and responsibili- 
ty. In 1912, when the city of Hop- 
kinsville opened the new/ cemetery 
for the colored people. Peter was 
made sexton upon the recommenda- 
tion oi the Mayor at that time, Chas. 
IL Meacham, wl o had been a former 
preeklent of the board of Commission- 
ers of the Hospital and knew of his 
good character and of the esteem in 
wliich Dr. Rodman had heW him. 
This position he lias held through two 
suoceeding administrations and the 
sroaU aatary paki to him is supple- 
mented by the income from the culti- 
vation of the unplatted portion of the 
cemetery grounds.

If You Were Up at Two 
O'clock Monday Morning 
Yoi Saw a Total Eclipse. 

A total eclipse of tha moon, visible 
lliroughout the United Ststes, and the 
f^rst of aatan eclipses to occur during 
1917, oecarred Sunday night at 12:50 
a. m. At that hour the moon first 
came in contact with the earth's shad- 
ow and at 2 a. m. it was entirely with- 
in the shadow. For an hour and 29 
minutaa the total eclipae continued. 

This waa the flrnt totel eclipae of 
the moon since 1913, and the first that 
baa been completoly visible here since 
1910. This year's eclipsen of the sun 
and moon will b« t(t« griataat iitlm- 
ber possible in any one ydar. There 
will be four eclipses of the sun and 
three of the moon. Not siniDe 1787 
have tliis same numbar 
and a like occurrence wfll aot 
be seen until 1982.

The Kentuckian on Jan. 1, 1917, rounds out its 
38th year. Under normal conditions the year 1916 
V ould have been a year of unusual prosperity, but 
as the public is aware the exorbitant and unprece- 
dent price charged for News Print Paper cut a 
aeep hole in the profits of all newspapers and many 
unable to stand losses were put out of business. 
The Kentuckian enters the new year with print 
paper that cost $54 ton at this time last year now 
costing about $140 for the same amount of paper 
not as good. How long these conditions will con- 
tinue cannot be foretold. 

Many newspapers have advanced rates but in 
order that the circulation may not be lessened by 
a higher price the Kentuckian w ill still be sent for 
$2.00 a year, the old price. It will be necessary 
though to adhere rigidly to the cash system, since 
more than $1.00 must be paid in advance for the 
paper upon which we print 156 papers and the cost 
of printing leaves but little profit out of the second 
dollar. We are asking our old subscribers to stand 
by us in this crisis by renewing promptly. Adver- 
tisers will also be asked to pay a slightly higher: 
rate for space, which is all a newspaper has to sell 
outside of its subscriptions. We trust the advei>-' 
tising public will see the reaspnableness of this 
step.

500,000 tons more for steam and heat, 
and the increase in consumption, 
mainly liy thv iiKinufMctiiring indus- 
tries, was 21,000,000 tous. 

The increased consumpHoB of bit- 
uminous coal by the railroads and 
industrial interests of the country 
(luring; the year brought nlmut :i idii- 
dition in which the demand for coal 
was tireater than the afiility of the 
railroads to deliver it, and in some 
localities greater than the ability of 
the mines to produce it, because of 
scarcity of labor. There ia no lack 
of coal in the ground, or of mines 
from which it can be ( btaiiicd. Tin- 
soft-coal mines, however, are not 
equipped to store coal that has been 
mined, andjhe coal must be loaded 
into railroad cars as soon as it is dug 
—in fact, the miners as a general rule 
do. not go into mines unless the cars 
are on hand to take tbe day's output. 

The f.'reater part of the bituminous 
cobl produced in UlHi was sold on 
contracts at prices (agreed upon dur- 
ing tbe early part of tbe year) that 
represented increasei little if any 
more than the increases in wages 
granted the miners. The high prices 
at which the small quantity of 
coal not contracted for waa aold dur- 
ing the last three months of the year 
were the result of excess of denuind 
over supply.
